SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 30.—The 
first regional meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce of eleven 
western States opened today at the 
St. Francis Hotel, with more than 
250 delegates present in addition 
to. several hundred business men 
of California, who camg to hear 
what the meeting had to offer on 
five of the larger national prob- 
leme—transportation, taxation, im- 
migration, foreign trade and co- 
operative marketing. 

Many other matters will come 
before the meeting tomorrow, the 
subjecta being presented through 
various resolutions offered to the 
convention. Among these ques- 
tions are rate reductions, water 
transportation, light wines and 
beer, the Mellon plan for tax re- 
duction, Federal aid in highway 
construction through sparsely set- 
tled States, national commercial 
aviation, and the Hawaiian “Bill 
of hts.” 

e regional convention repre- 
sents California, Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Idaho, Montana, Wyoming, 
Colorado, Utah, Nevada, Arizona 
and New Mexico. All of these 
States had delegates present, ei- 
ther officers of the Chambers of 
Commerce in the larger cities or 
‘members interested in various 
phases of western problems. The 
gathering was the first since the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States adopted the plan of 
decen . As the result of 
that plan four meetings have been 
held in different parts of the coun- 
try, San Francisco being the last.

In the thirty-fifth round, I think 
it was, Nelson slipped and was al- 
most driven through the ropes. 
Gans caught him and lifted him 
to his feet. In response to this 
Nelson socked his fist squarely in 
the darkey’s mid-section. 

The crowd, seeing Nelson out- 
classed in the boxing, began offer- 
to 1 and 
even 3 to 1 with no takers. 


‘In the thirty-third round Gana ja 


landed a hard punch on Nelson's 
jaw and broke a bone in his 
hand. His sign of distress was a 
limp. No one knew of his broken 
hand until afterward. 

And so the fight dragged and 
mauled on, the two hammering 
at each other, Nelson's face was 
beaten to a pulp, The negro also 
was bleening from the nose and 
ears. It sure Was a fierce scrap. 

In the last round Gans ied off 
with a straight left to Nelson’s face. 
Bat immediately fell into a clinch. 
As they broke Nelson struck Gans 
a hard uppercut blow itn the groin. 
Gans slowly sank to the floor in 
great pain. 

Without hesitation or waiting for 
a protest, Referee Siler walked 
over and disqualified Nelson, de- 
claring Gans the winner.

National Monument Retains 
Title to People 


Great Structures Found in 
Northeast Arizona 


Many Natural Beauties

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Under 
the American Antiquities Act of 
June 8, 1906, twenty-nine National 
Monuments have been established 
and placed under the control of the 
Department of the Interior. These 
monuments reserve to the people 
historic landmarks, historic and 
prehistoric structures, and other 
objects of historic or scientific in- 
terest. They are administered as 
part of the National Park System. 
A large number of the National 
Monuments are off the beaten 
paths of travel, and a visit to them

The Navajo Monument is within 


the great and little known Navajo 
Indian Reservation in Northeastern 


| Arizona. It comprises three sepa- 


rate tracts of land, each of which 
contains the ruins of a remarkable 
prehistoric cave pueblo or cliff 
dwelling in a good state of pre- 
servation. These are known as 
Betatakin (the Navajo name of 
sidehill house.) Kitsil (meaning 
broken pottery) and Inscription 
House. 

The latter ruin derives its name 
from an inscription scratched into 


the clay plaster of a wall. It reads: 


“S-hapeiro Ano Dom 1661.” An in-

CAVE 450 FEET LONG 
Betatakin is situated at an ele- 
vation of 7000 feet, in a great cave 
460 feet long with a maximum 
depth of 160 feet, in the side of a 
soft, red sandstone cliff which 
forms the walls of a most pic- 
resque ard beautiful canyon. The 
cave roof projects far out over the 
village, which originally contained 
120 rooms and occupied every foot 
of building space, but is so high 
that swirling storms have caused 
shrubbery to grow up to the very 
foundations of the ancient homes. 
Within the cave iteelf is a never- 
failing spring of excellent water. 
slender quaking aspen; alder, and 
birch, while the opposite slope is 
studded with pines. 

Kitsi!l ia the largest of the cave 
pueblos and is appropriately 
named, as the open spaces between 
the apartments are strewn with 
broken pottery of the finest type

The banks in Minneapolis and St. 
Paul have followed the same 
course and the reserve board of 
Minneapolis has given the whole 
question close investigation and 
acted whenever it could without 
violating the law or the priciples 
of sound banking. 

To those familiar with the con- 
ditions in the Dakotas and the 
neighboring States the problem 
is no longer one of banking. In his 
recent communication to Congress 
President Coolidge showed some 
familiarity with the conditions and 
more familiarity with the lmita- 
tions that any relef plan must also 
recognize. He said, for instance: 

“In those agricultural sections 
in which numerous bank faNures 
have contributed to the distressful 
conditions it must be recognized 
however that there is a limit to 
the scope of the ‘assistance which 
the Federal government can ren- 
der. The government cannot supply 
banking capital nor can it organ- 
ize loan companies, but it can 
properly call upon. those large 
business concerns, the rallroads. 
land other establishments, the 
agricultural supply houses and all 
those large business establishments 
whose welfare is immediately con- 
cerned with the welfare of the 
farmer.” 

The government not only can 
call on them but ft has done so. 
And whatever plan that may be 
evolved by the conference it must 
be one that calls for the supplying 
of eapital. 

If there were any way of giving 
relief by the extension of credit it 
would have been done already. Dut 
credit has been extended to the 
limit and beyond.

EARLY FINANCING 


Capitalizing the United States of America Reads Like 


Romance, But Packs A Moral 


A distinct note of hope in the 
European situation may be heard 
by a comparison of the involved 
currency and credit problems of 
Germany, France and other coun- 
tries with the similar _ situation 
which existed in the United States 
at the hour of this country's 
birth. The United States today en- 
joys the most stable currency and 
credit system in the world. Every- 
where the dollar is looked upon 
as the soundest of money. At the 
dawn of our government, following 
the Revolution, ours was the worst 
money in the world. That such a 
transition could take place gives 
reason to hope that the Wegraded 
currencies of Europe may be 
brought to a high standard of 
value once more. 

At the end of the Revolution 
the finances. of the several States | 


eral kinds of currency were in cir- 
culation, a sum of $300,000,000 in 
the aggregate. Even the bonds of 
the States were at a sharp dis- 
count; some were regarded as ut- 
terly valueless. 

With that situation facing them, 
the people of the newly-emerged 
nation felt that they must get to 
work and build an edifice of credit 
which would insure the contin- 
uation of a new confederation. All 
experienced people know that it is 
a difficult task to get any sort of 
agreement through a legislative 
body. It takes menths, sometimes 
years, to get a bill through our 
present Congregs, even though the 
machinery of legislation is in a 
higher state of perfection than it 
Was at the beginning. But the

Such seri- 
ous alternatives faced the new na- 
tion that the highest type of con- 
structive effort was sales forth, 
There Was no time for long-drawn- 
out bickering. The result was the 
document which still forms the ba- 
sic law of the land, the law on 
which has been bullt the solid 
edifice of American welfare, pros- 
perity and credit.

CTTIZEN STOCKHOLDERS 

To handle the domestic situation 
Hamilton capitalized the national 
credit. He made a domestic loan 
aggregating some $50,009,000. The 
loan was made in the form of the 
sale of stock rather than bonds. 
American citizens became stock- 
holders in their government and 
received 6 per cent dividends on 
their stock. The money was used 
to refund the outstanding State 
bonds. 

This was declared an unneces- 
sary and wasteful use of the money 
by the critics of Hamilton, but ex- 
perience proved that the move was 
a wise one, for the State bonds 
were brought back to par, retired 
and taken out of the financial sit- 
uation with a salutary, simplifying 
result. Furthermore, this move 
had the effect of strengthening 
the Federal government. ~ 

It seems strange in these days, 
when the idea of the supremacy 
of the Federal government is gen- 
erally accepted, to recall) that only 
a few generations ago there were 
many Americans who doubted the 
value of a Federal government, and 
favored splitting up into. tes. 
When the bondholders of the 
States, through the refunding proc- 
ess, became the creditors of the 
new Federal government, they had 
an interest in seeing that govern- 
ment successful and prosperous. 
‘They were unwilling to support a 
move to abandon the central gov- 
ernment and break up into sepa- 
rate States. It never can be defi- 
nitely known how great an effect 
this financing plan had on the sub- 
sequent solidarity of the . Federal 
government. 

The investors were well ed 
in their action, for by 1836 the 
stock had all been redeemed. That 
year saw the United States in the 
almost unique position of being 
wholly out of debt. 

A study of this period of Amer- 
fean finance would reveal that it 
was possoble for a new and weak 
confederation, without credit and 
with a despised currency, within 
half a century to fight its way to 
a position where its currency was 
sound and where it had no debt.

If once in five years they 
get the happy combination of a 
large crop and a good market, their 
profits are large. These hazards 
were long ago effective to cause 
changes of farming methods in 
Minnesota, which is hardly entitled 
to classification as a consequen- 
tial producer of wheat. Minne- 
sota now produces nearly ten times 
as much corn as wheat, in bush- 
els. Corn, in its diversity of uses, 
is a much safer and more stable 
crop than wheat. Minnesota has 
also found flax a safe crop. South 
Dakota people grow indignant if 
they are classed as wheat growers. 
They have turned to corn. Un- 
doubtedly the diversification may 
be extended in both’ States, but 
what form it should take in Mon- 
tana, for instance, is a question 
which the agricultural experts may 
have answered, but they have not 
chade their answer impressive. 

The question of crop diversifica- 
tion was referred to by President 
Coolidge, but the answer cannot be 
found in one season. The develop- 
ment of agricultural opportunities, 
like that of anything else, is a slow 
process. Why tobacco is success- 
fully grown in Connecticut and 
Wisconsin; why celery comes from 
Kalamazoo, corn from Maine, to- 
matoes from Maryland and peas 
from Michigan and Wiscontin may 
all be told in definite terms.

Scala4 one cup of cornmeal with 
boiling water to cover. Cool and 
add to it one and a half cup of 
sifted flour sifted with four level 
teaspoons of baking powder, half 
a teaspoon of salt, and one and 
a half level tablespoon of sugar;
